Proposed Annexation Draws Fire 


strong protests from Allen 
declaring the move to be 
illegal. “ We don’t intend to 
give up any land unless the 
court requires us to,” said 
Allen Mayor Frank Dugger 
when he told the city at­ 
torney to file suit against 
Fairview for their actions. 
The suit likely will be heard 
in the 199th District Court of 
Judge Tom Ryan. 
Mayor Dugger was highly 
critical of the way Fairview 
handled the m atter. When a 
group of rep resen tativ es 
appeared before the Allen 
council in October asking for 
the land to be released from 
Allen’s te rrito ria l boun­ 
daries, Mayor Dugger asked 
them to put the request in 
writing so the council could 
pinpoint the land and study 
the proposal. 
“ But 
we never heard 
anything more from them ,” 
said the mayor, “ until we 
happened to see a legal 
notice saying they w ere 
going ahead with the an­ 
nexation.” 
Mayor Dugger said he 
doesn’t think “ Fairview has 
been fair to us on the m atter. 
We asked for a letter so we 
could know officially what 
their wishes are. We got no 
letter and found out in a 


subordinate 
way 
about 
Fairview’s plan to annex 
land in Allen's territorial 
boundaries.” 
He also noted that F air­ 
view residents have asked to 
be brought into Allen. “ If 
they can take land from us, 
maybe we should consider 
taking land from them .” 
Mayor Dugger explained 
that the land is not within the 
city limits of Allen but is 
located in the territorial 
boundaries. “ The reason 
road boundaries are set up is 
to keep other towns from 


encroaching on you at future 
dates,” he said. 
Councilman Bob Lowman 
recalled a meeting several 
years back which he and 
Mayor Dugger attended. At 
the meeting, all cities in 
Collin County agreed upon 
their future boundaries. 
No Allen officials were 
present for either the Dec. 7 
hearing at 
Fairview 
nor 
Tuesday night’s Fairview 
council meeting. But they 
were not notified of either 
meeting. 
When the public hearing 


was held, 
no one spoke 
against the annexation and 
only one property owner 
asked 
any 
questions. 
Fairview’s handling of the 
annexation 
m atter 
ired 
councilm en 
into 
taking 
action to prevent use of 
Allen’s Plectron fire war­ 
ning system. 
At Allen’s recent meeting 
Mayor Dugger dictated the 
following letter to Fairview: 
“ It has come to our at­ 
tention that your city has 
proceeded with its plan to 
annex the property which we 


legally think is ours. Since 
our neighborly relations are 
not as we had hoped they 
would be, effective im ­ 
mediately, we will no longer 
receive or dispatch your fire 
calls.”

Today marks the begin­ 
ning of a new plan for 
charging for excessive calls 
to Directory Assistance in 
Allen, under a rate order 
handed down last December 
by the Texas Public Utility 
Commission, but the plan 
does not affect Plano. 
The plan ordered by the 
Commission provides for a 
charge of 20 cents for each 
call—after the first IO calls 
each month—and includes 
an exemption for customers 
with visual or physical 
handicaps. 
A 
maximum 
of 
two 
numbers may be requested 
during each call to Directory 
Assistance. 
Customers will not be 
charged 
for 
Directory 
Assistance calls for long 
distance numbers in the 
Home Area Code if there is a 
corresponding long distance 
call in the same monthly 
billing cycle. 
Customers with multiple- 
line service are allowed one 
additional call per month per 
line up to the first 25 ad­ 
ditional lines. They will also 


be allowed one-half call per 
month for each line beyond 
25.

Directory 
Assistance calls per month 
for the first group of six

has suspended the collection 
of all license fees. This is a 
result of a court decision 
based on four suits against 
the Commission. 
The court said that the 
Commission must justify all 


of its fees. While they are 
deciding the cost basis for 
the fees, they have decided 
to suspend collection of all 
fees 
This does not mean that 
there will not be fees in the 
future. But for now, you can 
get your CB license without 
cost.
